POTASH '•MADS IN AMIBICA* 

rusl^iiiLE. ' 

Waahlngton, August 11.— Potash 
productiun in the United States Is In 
prospect. The potash famlni- pro- 
duced by the European war Is btjiiig 
keenly felt by manufactures of fertll- 
lier, as heretofore tliis couiitry lias 
been dependiUK on erinauy fur the 
aupply. Over 20,000 tons of potash 
salts, the property of AM\( ri(:iii firinp 
purchasfU before the reeent eirfbarRo 
on German exports, are now Interned 
on three steamers tu German porta, 
according to Commercial Agent Thom- 
as H. Notion. In rjl4 we Imported 
this product to the value of nearly 
917,000,000. 

Several (1( iiosits have been located 
in California, and it is albo pltinned 
to extract potash from kelp, euor- 
nuius masses of Itiis nenweed being 
found off the I'ueilie eoast. Air-dried 
kelp Is said to contain about 15 |)er 
cent of the potash, which should And 
a ready market among manufactur- 
ers of mixed fertilizers.

Al'STllAMW WOOL A ('LEAK 
PKOIIT TU THK UKOWUlt. 

Washington, August \\ — Free wool, 
and the adapation of weaving machin- 
ery to abort-flber woola, haa davelop- 
•d a market In tha Unttad Btatea for 

South African wools, according to 
CensHl Masterson, Durban, South 
Africa. He reporta two large ahlp- 
ments of thia woU to the United 
States recently, amounting to over 
200,000 in value. During the present 
woll season American buyers have 
been heavy purchaaera of African 
wools aggregatins $5,000,000. 

t)n a(;coiint of the hie.li jirici's of 
uools, duo to the lOuropean war, 
American farmera have not felt the' 
effects of the free wool provision in 
the I'nderwood tariff law, but the far- 
reaching ^ects of free trade arc In- 
dicated in the manqer in which the 
importation of the South African pro- 
duet Is encouraged. Heretofore there 
has been little imported, and that for 
oarpeta. 

The tariff hoard report rendered in 
1909, speaking of the cost of produc- 
tion of the Bouth African wools, 
aaya: "With an average valuation on 
breeding sheep of |2.50 per head and 
an Investment per head of not (rt'er 40 
ce«its a year, and taking Into account 
the low cost of wages and provisions, 
the nioilerate leasing values of their 
i:.razluK lands, the mild winters which 
do not demand other food for the ani- 
ii als than that found on the rangi's. 
the strong demand for mutton of all 
asses. It is evident that the African 
woolgrower is able to meet all his ex- 
penses from the sale of his surplus 
stock and mutton, leaving the wool as 
a clear profit on his investment." Of 
course, the American farmer can not 
meet such competition iti normal 
times without a protective duty on 
wool.

-Last .May, 
when Josephus Duniuis tooli his trusty 
pen In hand and aplllad aavaral qaarta 
of ink oTar a lot of good white paper 

which was subsequently "wished on 
to" President Garfield of Wiiliums Col- 
lege, ha aald: 
"Congreaa haa Enlarged the torpedo 

plant at Newport, more than trebling 

its capacity, and the cost of manufac- 
turing torpedoes has been reduced 
from $4,20LM1 to |3,'J45.72 each." 

It now appears that "the torpedo 
plain at Newport" Is not engaged in 
"manufacturing torpedoes" at all, that 
it is not capable of such manufacture, 
and that there is only one jtlaiit in 
the United States which today can turn 
out a finished ^torpedo. That la the 
B. W. HIiss Company, makers of the 
BllsB-L.eavitt torpedo, in the patents 
of which the United Btatea claims an 
Interest It waa on account of Its in- 
terest In the patent that the govern- 
M i nt refused to permit the Dliss 
Company to manufacture torpedoes 
for any of the belligerent European 
nations. 

This information comes to the front 
Ir connection with a schedule for pro- 
posals which was sent out In .May hy 
the llureau of Supplies and Accounts 
uf the Navy Department, and asking 
tor bids on every part, except the 
xploslve, that goes Into the manufac- 
Iiir4' of torpedoes. The proposal spe- 
i-ifles delivery of these parts at the 
torpedo station at Newport, and the 
parts calii'd for when assembled, 
would make :ilo torpedoes. 

This schedule calls for the delivery 
o»' the various parts of torpedoes for 
which bids are asked, twenty-llvo per 
cent 15(> <luys after the contract Is 
signed and twenty-five per cent each 
month thereafter until the contract 
I'.as been nili'il. .\ow, torpedoes are 
practically nothing but miniature mo- 
tor boats which carry a heavy charge 
of liii;h i vplusives In tlic> liiad. This 
selnilule culls for a variety of parts, 
such as 311 casings for the torpedoes, 
320 forward and 320 after propellers, 
325 each submerged guide bottoms 
and tops, 360 turbine wheels, engine 
parts, casings, combustion flasks, 
driving gears and a long Hat of minor 
pails, Hiieh as any machine ahop 
could turn out. 

The schedule itself la an aeknowl 
I dijenient on the part of the Navy 
Department that it is not ecjuipped tQ 
manufacture any of the component 
parts of torpedoes. 

So it is difficult to imagine Just 
\shnt Josephua Daniels had in mind 
V hen ho spoke of "manufacturing " 
torpedoes. As a matter df fact, If any 
disaster should ovi ii.iki' the niiss fac 
tory, the government would be unable 
to obtain even the most Important 
parts of torpedoes in the Ciiltei 
States, and in case of war, naval olH- 
cera aay, the Newport torpedo atatlon 
would be practically useless, as tin

Washington, D C.--"The line of the 
Hug (pronounced boog), toward 
V hich the Rusaiana some daya ago 

.vcre said to lie ri'truaiing r>nd wliirli 
tbey were deterntineU to hold against 
the Invading Teutonic forces. Is £ di- 
viding line lii'tw.en wliat is now 
kuowii us iCuusutu I'ulund and tti< 
provinces of Russia proper," says the 
latest statement issued by the Nation- 
al Geographir Society upon the war 
(jeograpliy "f Kuropi'. 

"The country trauversed by the 
Kiver Bug offers many advantagea for 
olisinate defense. .Vloii^ naiel) of its 
reurse, the river's banks are very 
I'lhcult, and the 'country beside for 
long stretches Is heavily wooded. Ex- 
tremely bad roads and lake, pond and 
n arsh by tlic way add to labors of 
military advances 'here. 
"This river forms one of the strong- 
^l lines 1)1 (Irfensi' ill the west of the 
iiUBslun empire. A network of feed- 
ing railways are laid to pour men and 
m unitions into any nector df this line 
from any interior point in tlie eni|>ire 
From Potrograd to Odessa, railways 
converge upon the River Hun. H'ur- 
Ihermoru, the river line is purulKied 
along its entire Russian Poland oourae 
—Just aa Qermany'a eaatarn frontier 
is paralleled — by a railroad, passing 
from the fortress in the north. Oso- 
w'iuo, through illelostok. BJelsk, the 
fcrtraaa Brest Lltovsk, Kovel, to Vlad- 
imir Volynsk in the south, just beyond 
the Oaiieiun frontier. Anotlier brunch 
of this railway runs from Brest Llt- 
ovsk. close beside the river, finally 
crossing the Bug and terminating at 
ivholm. 

"The Bug rises in Galicia. about 
fltty miles east of Lemberg; flows 

west to Kamlonkii Hti.sk, about twenty- 
eight miles east-uorthuast of Lem- 
berg, and then turna north-northweat 
to the Russian border. In Russia, for 
a Kreat part of its course, it Hows 
iioitli along the eastern borders of 
Poland. Northeast of Warsaw it leaves 
the Polish border, turns west, and 
juiiis the Vistula river, tweiity-flve 
miles northwest of Warsaw, at the 
powerful fortress of Novo Oeorgtevak 
To its Junction with the Vistula the 
Bug truvels 4~)i) miles, more than 3U0 
mllea of whu-h are navigable. Prom 
Brest Lltovsk, It is navigable for larg- 
er river boats, while above the fortress 
it Is navigated by Itarges and rafts. 

"In peace tlmea, a oonalderitble traf- 
flo In carried on upon the Qug. It is 

a very important factor in the Kus- 
siau lumber trade, great rafts of logs 
being floated down Ita course from the 
rieh forests that line its upper reaches. 
Grain, fowls — principally geese, for 
the quality of whtch the Pollah peas- 
ant ia widely noted— and eatUe are 
also tranaported on the river. The 
Plug Is connectiul by waterways with 
the interior of Russia and its water- 
borne freight can be sent Into aouth- 
ern or northern Ittissia, us well as 
icto Germany. Cunals connect the 
Hug with the Pripet, and, thus with 
tha Dnieper rlvor and Crimean land, 
and with the Niemen rivsr. • 
"1'lie HuK rlvi.T <>ff(>rB one of the 
best lines in the west for the quick 
and uninterrupted eoneentratlon of 

KusHinn armies und their supplies. It 
also reduces the amount of frontier to 
b( held by a great number of nUlea— 
at. advantage, however, shared In by 
friend and foe. Still, a falling back 
upon this line would necessitate the 
surrender of Warsaw, one of the rich- 
est manufacturing towns of Russia, of
